Applicants 5 response and Terminal Disclaimer dated 01/18/2007 have been received and 
entered. Claims 29, 31, 33, 35, 37-38, 40, 42-43 and 45 are pending in the application. Claim 47 
stand withdrawn from consideration. 



Examiner's Amendment

The application has been amended as follows:

ABSTRACT 

The present invention discloses an IPS LCD device. The IPS LCD device according to the present 
invention implements a plurality of transparent common and pixel electrodes. Since the plurality of 
common and pixel electrodes are made from the transparent material on the same plane, the IPS LCD 
device has a high aperture ratio, a high brightness quality, and therefore a low power consumption. In 
another aspect, the IPS LCD device according to the present invention implements overlapped data line 
and outermost common electrode. To form the overlapped data line and outermost common electrode, an 
organic passivation layer is used such that cross talk between the data line and the outermost common 
electrode is prevented. Then, because the overlapped data line and outermost common electrode serve 
as a black matrix such that no black matrix is needed. Therefore, an aperture ratio of the IPS LCD device 
is further improved. 



. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 47 
directed to non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claim 47 been cancelled. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 29, 31, 33, 35, 37-38, 40, 42-43 and 45 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The terminal disclaimer filed on 01/18/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the US 
Patent No. 6,661,492 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

The references of record neither disclose nor make obvious an in-plane switching liquid 
crystal display device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more 
specifically of a capacitor electrode, an auxiliary pixel electrode and an auxiliary common 
electrode on the second insulating, wherein the auxiliary common electrode electrically contacts 
respective first ends of the common electrodes and electrically contacts the common line via a 
contact hole through the first and the second insulating layers as set forth in claims 29 and 37.
